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Fatal stabbing still under investigation 


No charges laid against woman who allegedly stabbed son

No charges have been laid against a <59- 
year-old mother who allegedly stabbed her 
son to death on Sunday, Nov. 27 at a home 
on 24 Avenue in Didsbury. 

RCMP responded to a 911 call on the 
Sunday evening at 10:20 p.tn. and found 
the 37-year-old victim dead at the scene 
when they arrived 

RCMP say investigation to this point 
indicated that this death apparently 
occurred as a result of the woman’s actions. 

Alcohol was a factor in the incident, con¬ 
firmed RCMP. 


“Alcohol had been consumed by one or 
more of the persons involved," said Sgt. 
Patrick Webb of RCMP Strategic 
Communications. 

“However, the motive is still under 
investigation." 

An autopsy completed on Nov. 29 in 
Calgary revealed that the victim died of 
stal) wounds. 

The deceased’s mother was arrested 
when RCMP arrived to investigate hut was 
later released. 

Officials have not yet identified the sus- 
pect, as charges have not been laid against her. 

The victim has remained unidentified as 
per request of his next of kin, though he 


has been revealed as known to RCMP for 
undisclosed reasons. 

Tlie 911 call was reported to have not 
been made by the suspect, though RCMP 
have not released if the individual was at 
the scene or not when the call was made, 
or if other people were present. 

The weapon has also not been identified 
at this time, (hough Webb had noted that 
the weapon, believed to have been used in 
the incident, was seized by police. 

RCMP, Red Deer and Calgary Major 
Crimes, and (IIS investigators are still 
investigating and preparing evidence to 
present to the provincial Crown counsel, 
who will review the findings and make the 


decision whether the 69-year-old woman 
will be charged. 

RCMP confirm that this incident and a 
Nov. 24. 2010 incident, where two males 
entered a home on 24 Avenue in 
Didsbury and assaulted three men inside 
with u hatchet and hammer before flee¬ 
ing the scene, are not related in any way, 
and that the timing and location are simply 
coincidental. 

“There is no... relationship," said Cpl. 
Warren Wright of the Didsbury RCMP. 
“The cases occurred independently and 
are coincidental." 

RCMP also advises that the public is not 
at risk following the incident on Nov. 27. 
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Renowned local receives provincial volunteer award

Long-time Didsbury resi¬ 
dent Clem Kuelker brought 
home a mgjor honour in 
the form of the Stars of 
Alberta 2011 Volunteer 
Award on Dec. 5. 

The coveted provincial 
award recognized extraor¬ 
dinary volunteer work and 
excellence in two individu¬ 
als in three categories: 
youth, adult, and senior. 
Kuelker, 75, was one of the 
two senior recipients of 
this award for all of 
Alberta. 

This is the second time 
Kuelker has been nominat¬ 
ed for this award, and in 
both instances Kuelker 
was brought to the panel’s 
attention by Frankie Kelly 
of the Didsbury Museum. 

“We’re very proud of hint, 
he has been so astounding 
doing things behind the 
scenes,” said Kelly. "He is a 
very fine man that, when 
la* gives you his word, he 
means it.” 

“There is really nothing 
more satisfying to me than 
to help somebody out of a 
situation. I’m a person who 
looks at reality, mid at what 
I can do to fix that prob¬ 
lem,” said Kuelker. “It’s 
very satisfying to be able to 
help people out of a 
bind.” 

Kuelker’s track list of vol¬ 
unteer work begins from 
the very first year he 
moved to Didsbury, in 
1962. Kuelker had imnii-

grated to Canada from 
Germany at age 18 and had 
come to settle in the 
Central Alberta town after 
working in Winnipeg and 
Yellowknife. 

Since living in Didsbury, 
Kuelker has busied himself 
serving as a past president 
and member of the 
Didsbury Kinsmen Club, a 
past member of the Olds 
College Board of 
Governors, and past presi¬ 
dent of the Didsbury 
Chamber of Commerce, 


just to name a few posi¬ 
tions off of his impressive 
list of volunteer work over 
the years. 

Kuelker was also a 
founding member of the 
Didsbury and District 
Historical Society and has 
remained a member for 
over 34 years, and is cur¬ 
rently the director and 
chairman of the Rosebud 
Health Foundation, which 
helps raise money for addi¬ 
tional hospital equipment. 
He also runs the annual 


Rosebud Community 
Growing Project, which 
collects funds from a com¬ 
munity harvest which go 
towards feeding third 
world countries. 

On top of doing all this 
and more over the years, 
Kuelker has worked one or 
two jobs at a time, starting 
a blacksmith business in 
Didsbury, which came to 
evolve over the years to 
incorporate farm vehicle 
and machinery manufac¬ 
turing and more. 


Kuelker has years of 
blacksmithing, welding, 
machinery and vehicle 
repair and electrical 
knowledge under his belt. 
He’s used these skills out¬ 
side of his workplace to 
help make on-call efforts to 
fellow residents and organ¬ 
izations, from installing a 
lift chair in a man’s home, 
to refurbishing a once-junk 
fire truck with a team of 
helpers, to using a person¬ 
alized crane machine to 
help lift and move heavy 


objects, such as museum 
items, for others. 

"These skills help me to 
do these services,” Kuelker 
said, who added that 
despite all this copious 
work, he never felt over¬ 
whelmed. “The sort of 
funny part is, I could 
always go home and sleep. 
1 never had days or nights 
where I was tired. I did all 
these things in stride. My 
wife has been very support¬ 
ive in all these endeavours 
as well and that kept me 
going too. I’ve lived a fairly 
healthy life.” 

“It’s nice to see them 
recognize a volunteer who 
gives from the heart with 
no strings attached,” said 
Kelly of Kuelker winning 
the award. “It’s a huge 
deal for Didsbury as well, 
for one of our own to be 
recognized." 

“How do they really 
decide? It’s not easy for 
people to decide," added 
Kuelker on the award. 
“There are hundreds if not 
thousands who do volun¬ 
teer work across the 
province. 

“I am very appreciative 
of the efforts people have 
made to make me a citizen 
of this country though, it’s 
not hard for me to recog¬ 
nize that that can be a diffi¬ 
cult thing. I was able to 
give back to the communi¬ 
ty and area and extend my 
privileges to others. Here, 
it’s home. I have lived a 
long, interesting, good, 
(rewarding) life, that’s all I 
can say.”

Students face 
day-to-day drug dangers 

Last week’s tragic overdose 
death of a Calgary high school 
student who took the illegal 
drug ecstasy at a house party 
highlights the need for stu¬ 
dents, teachers, parents and 
other stakeholders every¬ 
where to recognize the real 
and present danger that dnigs 
pose for today’s young peo¬ 
ple. 

While drug abuse by some 
teens is hardly something 
new, the fairly recent devel¬ 
opment and proliferation of chemical dnigs such 
as ecstasy and crystal methamphetamine has 
markedly increased the risks for those who 
choose to take chances with drugs. 

For its part, the Chinook’s Edge School Division 
already has a comprehensive student substance 
abuse policy in place to help protect young people 
from illegal dmg dangers in schools and at school- 
sponsored activities. 

“The division believes student use of alcohol or 
non-prescription dnigs is detrimental to the learn¬ 
ing process and is therefore prohibited in schools, 
on school property or during school-related activ¬ 
ities,” the policy states. 

The policy also states that “students in posses¬ 
sion of non-prescription dnigs while in atten¬ 
dance at school or school-sponsored activity shall 
be suspended by the principal and it may be rec¬ 
ommended to the superintendent that the student 
be expelled. 

“Remedial assistance should be sought for the 
student by family and the counsellor or appropri¬ 
ate staff members, and this may include the help 
of AAI)AC, ALATEEN, and Alberta Health.” 

While Chinook’s Edge’s student substance 
abuse policy is well designed to help protect kids 
from illegal dnigs while involved in school-spon¬ 
sored activities, dmg dangers obviously don’t 
stop at the schoolyard gate. 

As such, as the elected leaders of this province 
and country, MLAs and MPs must live up to the 
leadership roles entrusted to them by ensuring 
police and other enforcement agencies are ade¬ 
quately funded so they, in turn, can tackle the big 
job that comes with fighting the illegal drug industry. 

While the death of the Calgary student last week 
has shocked and saddened his classmates, family 
members and teachers, and raised the call for 
more to be done to protect kids from drug abuse 
in Alberta’s big cities, many of those same drug 
dangers face young people right here in small¬ 
town West Central Alberta. 

With the holiday party season just getting under¬ 
way, it's more important than ever for parents and 
other caregivers to let kids know about the life- 
and-death risks that can come from illegal dnigs. 
Ensuring young people know what they face is 
the first and probably most important step in pro¬ 
tecting them from those dangers. 

And as for West Central Alberta students, they 
should be encouraged to talk among themselves 
about the dangers of dnigs and how it only makes 
sense to live drug-free lives.

Signage 

If you wish to erect a sign anywhere within municipal boundaries, a Development Permit 
is required.There is currently no fee for application for a sign. All information regarding 
signage requirements are contained in the Town of Didsbury Land Use Bylaw 2011-03 
Part Three Section 5, which is accessible on the Town website, www.didsbury.ca. 

Once the Development Permit application has been approved by the Planning Authority, 
there is a two-week appeal period (a legal requirement) prior to the erection of your 
sign. 

If you are within the Central Core Heritage Plan (CCHP - accessible on the Town website), 
criteria for a sign is more detailed than elsewhere in the Municipality. 

If you wish to erect a sign within a Residential District, any signage application must be 
approved by the Municipal Planning Commission (MPC). MPC meets once a month, the 
second Wednesday of each. Please take into account the timelines involved for approval 
when considering erecting a sign.

The Olds Grizzlys embarked on a 
new direction in the coaching 
department last week with (tie res¬ 
ignation of head coach Kevin 
Willison on Nov. 28. 

Didsbury resident Brett Hopfe, 
who served as assistant coach for 
two-and-a-half seasons, was given 
the interim head coach’s job by the 
team’s board of directors. 

Hopfe said he 
wants the 

Grizzlys to be a 
hard-working 
team that gives 
the opposition all 
it can handle. 

Defence will be a 
big priority. 

“Guys now have 
roles. Guys know 
what each player 
in the dressing 
room expects out 
of them, so 
they’re going to 
be held account¬ 
able, not only by 
myself, but by the guys in the room, 
too,” he said. 

“We’re going to start in our own 
zone first and work our way out. If 
we can keep the puck out of our net 
and score one goal, we’ll be happy. 
We're definitely going to be a team 
that’s hard to play against,” Hopfe 
said. 

Another key priority for each 
player’s future will be to use the 
contacts the coaching and training 
staff have to promote them to uni¬ 
versities and colleges, especially in 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association, the large U.S. post-sec- 
ondary sports organization. 


Hopfe said the goal he has set for 
the team is to get to the .500 mark 
by the end of the season and make 
the playoffs. 

“If we reach .500 we'll be on a 
pretty good roll going into playoffs,” 
he said. 

Asked if that was a reasonable 
goal (the team was 9-19-0-3, prior to 
this weekend’s play), Hopfe was 
confident the Grizzlys could do 
that. 

“1 think this team's shown a lot. I 
think (in 

November) we 
struggled, but we 
had a lot of key 
guys out of the 
lineup. As guys 
are filtering back 
into the lineup, 
things are going 
to change," he 
said. 

Jim Ross, presi¬ 
dent of the 
Grizzlys, said 
Hopfe will be the 
coach and head 
of hockey opera¬ 
tions until the 
end of the season, at which point a 
review will be conducted. 

Ross said he hopes players will be 
working hard and improving their 
skills until the end of the season. He 
said with the return of Brandon 
Clowes and defenceman Brendan 
Algeo (who has yet to play a game 
this season), the team should round 
into form. 

Scouting is also high on the 
team’s list, to bring in a few more 
top players to fill out the lineup. 

“That was a top priority for 
(Hopfe) and (the coaching staff) 
were having discussions about how 
they might go about that,” he said.

Norovirus alert in 


Central Alberta 


AHS reminds communities 
to take precaution 
this season

Alberta Health Services (AHS) has issued a precaution¬ 
ary reminder to residents of Central Alberta regarding a 
recently high number of gastrointestinal illness cases, 
including Norovirus, in the area. 

“We see the Norovirus every year, but there seems to be 
more cases than predicted this year," said I)r. Deena 
Hinshaw, medical officer of health for Central Alberta. 
“We want to remind everyone tluit they can prevent illiu'ss." 

Making a habit of excellent handwashing anti staying 
away from areas where the illness is present (sick house¬ 
holds, care homes, and other locations on public notice) 
is important. 

Preventing contracting the illness is especially impor¬ 
tant for those more susceptible to the virus, such as sen 
iors or those in hospital. 

“We recommend that people not go anywhere when 
they are feeling ill," said Dr. Hinshaw. 

While an individual may feel better after being sick, for 
the first two days after, the virus is still technically in their 
system and can still be contagious if hands are not kept 
clean. 

“Those in the health-care and food preparation indus¬ 
tries should not be returning to work even two days after 
feeling better," said I)r. Hinshaw. 

Norovirus is an infectious illness that commonly occurs 
in the winter months. Usual symptoms are vomiting and 
diarrhea, and aches and mild fevers are also sometimes 
associated with the illness. 

Symptoms can last anywhere from 48 to 72 hours and in 
most cases do not require special treatment. The virus is 
contagious while the individual is sick and is present in 
vomit and stool, which is why Dr. Hinshaw and the AHS 
stress handwashing as an absolute must.
